The forward coach of the pas- 
senger train was telescoped and the re- 
mainder of bolh trains were badly dam- 
aged, 

According to Hie local office of the 
Missouri Pacific, the engineer of I ho 
freight was to blame for the wreck, hav- 
ing forgotten his orders. He bad been 
ordered to wait on a siding ,at Ivnob- 
noster, just east of Warrensburg, but 
neglected to do so. The trams met at a 
sharp curve. 

The freight train was an extra. Its 
crew had, according to the story of the 
conductor of this train, been instructed 
to take a siding and, let the passenger 
train pass. The lirst section Of the pas- 
senger train had gone by when the 
freight pulled out. The passenger train 
bore no signal of a second section to 
come, he asserts, and he bad no reason 
to believe that another train was due.

The passenger train was made up of 
three coaches and a Pullman, with no 
baggage car. the front coach being next 
to the tender. Wheii tic trains met the 
heavy freight train pushed the passenger 
engine back into the lirst coach. Tho 
tender of the passenger engine literally 
cut the coach in two in the centre and 
never stopped until it hud ploughed half 
way through the car ami its passengers, 
killing those in the forward •■ml instant- 
ly mangling all within reach In a most 
horrible manner. Half n dozen who were 
not killed outright were so terribly in- 
jured that they died before they could 
b ; removed from the debris. Many of 
the dead were almost unrecognizable. 

Tho train crew, with the exception 
of Brakeinnn Sidel, eseuped miraculous- 
ly, the engineers and "Bremen sustaining 
only minor hurts. The injured were 
taken to Scdalia and the dead to War- 
rensburg. At Warrensburg the coroner 
Immediately set about making prepara- 
tions for holding an inquest.

Steamer Goes Aground Twice, First on the Rocks at 
Duncan Bay And Later on Muddy Banks 
of the Fraser River. 



London, Oct. 10. The new phase of 
the war involved in General Kuroput- 
kin's stirring address to Ids army is 
keenly discussed by English military 
critics. In the light of the probable 
motives \inderl.ving Kuropatkin's deci- 
sion to take the offensive it is not for- 

gotten how recently the Russian plan of 
campaign was reported to he tu lead 
tho Japanese northward in order to at- 
tenuate their communications, and hence 
there is greater surprise tit what is con- 
sidered a remarkable order. 

Various reasons are advanced by the 
critics as having possibly actuated Kuro- 
patkin; lirst, thill ..npancse inactivity 
led him to suppose that he was stronger 
numerically; second, that intrigues con- 
nected with the appointment of a new 
commander-in-chief may have deter- 
mined Kuropalkin to precipitate mat 
tots, and third, according to tic English 
critics, by far the most acceptable ex- 
planation, that he again has been over- 
ruled from St. Petersburg and is acting 
on imperial orders. 

"lie so,. ms to he thrusting his head 
into the lion's jaws." says the Daily 
Telegraph, "under instructions from St. 
Petersburg tu give the Czar victory at 
any cost. 

Spencer Wilkinson, in the Morning 
Post, takes similar views, lie say;: that 
Kuropatkin's mention of the relief ol 
Port Arthur and the fact that imme- 
diately following 1 he decision to send out 
a strong army he is about to risk every- 
thing in an attack hy lie- lirst army sug- 
gests government pressure. If so, .Mr. 
Wilkinson says, his advance is a sign of 
desperation; hut if he is acting on his 
own judgment it is :t bold move and he 
is a formidable antagonist. 

While till thi' morning newspapers 
com men I in a mmilar vein, ; he consensus 
of opinion is thai field Marshal Oyama I 
has nothing to Cent' front a Russian ad- ' 
vitnce, ami that he likely will welcome 
the prospect of a decisive battle, since 
it is considered lifter such an order fur- 
ther retreat is Impossible for the Rus- 
sians without demoralization; ami, as 
'Spencer Wilkinson remarks. should 
Kuropatkin he beaten now nobody will 
expeel the second Russian army to suc- 
ceed any better than the lirst. 



St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.— (2:15 a. m.)— 
A battle, upon which the fate of this 
year's campaign in Manchuria depends, 
seems only a few days distant, though 
advices trom the front are meagre. All 
that is positively known is that Genernl 
lvuropal.u n is inarching resolutely 
against the enemy to do or die. 

According to unoUk'ial reports, Field 
i.Marshal Oyama, at the lirst sign of Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin taking the offensive, be- 
gan drawing in bis line and concentrat- 
ing upon fortified positions north of Lino- 
yang. According to the latest reports, 
which are contained in a despatch to 
the Associated Press from Mukden, dat- 
ed at ti o'clock tonight, the Japanese out- 
posts are being driven in all along the 
line. 

The strategy of the forward move- 
ment will be concealed, as were the pre- 
parations for the advance. It is not 
clear whether General Kuropatkin con- 
templates u blow oil the left, centre or 
right of the Japanese army, but the fact 
that stress is laid upon the capture of 
Bentsiaputze, winch opens a road and 
fords the Uenshiu 20 miles east of L'ao- 
ynng, where General Kuroki crossed, 
am. the Cossacks are already reported 
in the neighborhood of the stream, might 
foreshadow tin exact reversal of the but- 
tle of Liaoyang. this time the Russian 
commander Hanking and turning Liao- 
yang with his left as Field Marshal 
Oyama did with bis right. 

Little light has been thrown upon the 
considerations which led General Kuro- 
patkin suddenly to assume the offensive. 
(Different explanations abound as to tho 
reason for making the forward move at 
this time. The advance is attributed 
to a realization by General Kuropatkin 
of the diUlculty the Japanese have en- j 
countered in making good their losses 
at Liaoyang ami replenishing their sup- 
plies ami aminunil ion, or possibly to 

draw off ii porti f the Japanese ! 

troops to reinforce General Xogi in u des- , 
pet-ate effort to end the tsiege of Port! 
Arthur. The best opinion here is that ! 
the impending battle is likely tu develop j 
with startling rapidity. 

It is reported that the Japanese have!

chouliu, positions east of Port Arthur. 

In political circles considerable stress

The Colonist was the only newspaper to 
report that something, nobody seemed to 
lie willing to say just exactly wdiat, bad 
gone amiss [here on that occasion. The 
Colonist gave a version of the facts that 
came pretty near to the bullseye, uud 
then the local defender of the Luurier 
administration's acts and pacts came to 
the rescue with a story that the Quadra 
had only scraped some of the carriage 
varnish off her bottom on an innocent 
and harmless sandbank, in a spot where 
no sandbank was ever known to exist 
since history was written. There was 
at that tunc no chance to dispute the

It is alleged 
that as the Quadra steamed into the buy 
at half-speed (six knots an hour), the 
attention of the commander was drawn 
by the chief officer to a dark line 
Stretching across the course the Quadra 
was then making. The chief officer said 
it was kelp; the. commander differed 
from this view. The chief officer advised 
that the leail be heaved for soundings; 
it is further alleged that this was also 
not done. Shortly after the Quadra 
Btrttc'k heavily, bumped several times 
and finally fetched up all standing, with 
her forepart far out of water on a pinna- 
cle of rock. She then began to keel over 
in the most alarming manner until her 
starboard bulwarks were submerged and 
the aspect of things would have struck 
Che dullest as not at all nice or desir- 
able. 

The Grand Trunk party, with Presi- 
dent Hays, who were on their way on 
the Quadra to Port Simpson from Van- 
couver, and wiio had retired for the 
night, rushed out of their staterooms in 
wihl llflrigllt, believing the steamer was 
about to turn turtle.

By this time, however, ail th" rail- 
way magnates had climbed into tlie 
boats, wauling very badly to be put.

piciously like reluctance that they once' 
more boarded th ■ Government excursion 
boat. 

In the mind of the veriest landsman 
aboard on that occasion there could he 
no doubt thilt the Quadra had been 
bumped on the rocks "good and bard"; 
no vessel heaves out of the water as she 
did and escapes witli nothing more than 
a displaced barnacle or some bilge puinc 
knocked off. Yet, since that day the 
Quadra has not been ordered to dry dock 
no has anything more than the merest 
superficial examination been made of her 

plULeb. 

Even as she lies at her berth in Vic- 
toria harbor the pumps have to bo kept 
going, not as one salt-water jester sug- 
gests, to give those useful pieces of ma- 
chinery some exercise to keep the blood 
in order, but possibly to keep down the 
intlow from the plates presumably start- 
ed in the little tete-a-tete witli the reefs 
of Duncan bay. 

At all events, there is no dispute that 
the Quadra's engine room pumps in their 
usual clearance of the bilge are not cop- 
ing merely with the regular escape from 
the boilers or condensers; and other por- 
tions of the machinery, but with a great 
deal of good sea water that never tame 
aboard to help run the vessel. The gov- 
ernment excursion party on that thrilling 
voyage to Port Simpson kept discreetly 
nium about the facts, but it is not at- 
tempted to be denied that every man of 
them got a bad fright that night. 

But that is only one of the Quadra's 
personally conducted land excursions. 
She is a wonderful boat, apparently for 
amphibian exploits; the sea does not 
satisfy her craving for exploration: she 
wants to get at the hinterland of Brit- 
ish Columbia. When the Quadra was 
in the Fraser river only a few days ago 
she went aground, whether through a 
desire to get in amongst the "neaps," or 
just to inspect the rich fertile soil of 
Lulu island is not, and can never be, 
known. At any rate she plunged her line 
roaming nose deep into the juicy mud of 
old Feasor's banks, and they had a juice 
of a time, they say. to get it out again.

Thrills Russians 



Change uf Programme at the 
Front Causes Unbounded 
Delight. 



Heavy Fighting Not Looked for 
Within a Week- Strength 
of Armies. 



St. Petersburg, Oct. 10.— Tho formal 
.announcement that General Kuropatkin 
i.- at last strong enougli to assume the 
offensive, together with unofficial reports 
that offensive movements against the 
three armies of Field .Marshal Oyama 
have been progressing since October 1, 
Juts .sent a thrill of joy throughout Rus- 
sia. The announcement, which hud been 
awaiteil patiently through the long, 
weary months of discouragement and 
defeat, had an instantaneous effect. The 
public bulletin boards at the -street cor- 
ners, upon which were posted copies of 
Kuroputkin's order of the day, were 
surrounded by crowds, really cheerful 
for the lirst time .since the war began. 

Last night at a Russian club, whero 
Gtneral Velit (Jhko, the engineer who 
fortified Liaoyang, was delivering a lec- 
ture in defence of Kuropatkiu's abandon- 
ment of that place, the lecture created 
a scene of enthusiasm, and a telegram 
was scut to Kuropatkin expressing the 
deepest satisfaction and unshaken confi- 
dence in his leadership ami praise ii^liis 
chivalrous act, saying; "Like tho Rus- 
sian warriors of old, you have warned 
tho enemy that you are advancing 
-against him." 

All the papers acclaim the tidings 
with intense satisfaction, at the same 
time warning the public not 'to harbor 
illusions and saying they must be pre- 
pared for the heavy sacrifices involved 
in attacking so powerful and determined 

The Novoe Vremya terms it "Kuropat- 
kiu's reply to the pigmy squeaks of 
the little Napoleons who have criticized 
him," adding, "Got grant that the Itus- 
siau eagles, which so loug have beeii 
preparing their wings, may successfully 
make a long flight to the relief of the 
Jieioes .who have been so bravely de- 
fending I'ort Arthur." If Kuropatkin is 
now successful, the post of supreme com- 
mander-in-chief, his friends firmly be- 
lieve, is sure to be his reward. 

The capture of Bentsiaputze, which 
■was strongly fortified and where, it was 
reported, General Kuroki commanded in 
.person, is officially confirmed. The light- 
ing, however, was not severe, the Japa- 
nese retiring on finding themselves out- 
flanked. The Russian losses were /nly 
twenty-live killed or wounded, including 
an officer. 

Heavy lighting is hardly likely before 
a week at the earliest. It is now evi- I 
dent that Field Marshal Oyama has pre- 
pared to meet Russian advances by forti- 
fying the positions north of Liaoyang. 
According to the estimates at the war I 
office, Oyama's total strength is about 1 
280,000 men, of which 150,000 are posted 1 
between the Hun river, to the west, and | 
Bentsiaputze eastward. Tho remainder i 
being held in reserve at Liaoyang. Kuro- 
patkin disposes of nine corps, giving him, I

General Kuropatkin is in the field,!

Boston, Oct. 10.— The Archbishop of 
Canterbury made his last public appear- 
ance and utterance of his present visit 
.tonight at the greatest missionary meet- 
ing ever held in the history of the Episco- 
pal church of America. Tieniont Temple 
and St. Paul's church, where an over- 
flow meeting was held, were both crowd- 
ed to the doors and numbers turned 
away. 

The vast audience rose when the 
Archbishop of Canterbury was intro- 
duced. His Grace said that to people 
who thought at all, the questions of mis- 
sions was the biggest subject that could 
be entertained. Alluding to the Philip- 
pines and the war in the East, he said 
itbat new roadways have been made in 
these last days and that the people's 
hearts and minds were tilled with the 
liig issues not of imperialism, so-called, 
but of the interlacing and luterknowl- 
odge of the peoples of the earth. 

"Without any thought of the religious 
life," said he, "the Philippines came to 
you currying with them an unswerable- 
liess to tied ill religious things ami a 
cull for milking the gospel a reality." 

The Archbishop spoke feelingly of the 
great gathering, the impressions of 
which would strengthen him tor his 
work. Nothing in his life lu 1 said hud 
given him greater pleasure than this 
visit to America.

Many Miners Will Winter In the 
Tanana District and Food 
Miottafje Feared, 



Dawson, Oct. 8. — Falcon Joslln, who Is 
at the bend of the Tunnua railway, arrived 
from Fairbanks today. 

lie lias started to build his railway from 
both Chenoa and Fairbanks. The grading 
from the two towns to the Junction will be 
completed this fall. Trains will he run- 
ning to the junction from botli towns by 
the middle of next June. Bulls now in 
Duwsou wdll reach the camp In the early 
spring. The road Is to be extended to 
the henrt of the diggings by the 1st of 
August. Mr. Joslln leaves for Seattle to- 
morrow. ', 

Three steamers arrived from Tanana 
today, bringing only thirty people. The 
fact that no one Is leaving the camp is 
the most favorable comment possible. 
Teere are from 5,000 to 0,000 people there. 
It Is feared that the food supply will run 
short before tbe spring. 

The steamer Hock Island, which sank 
in shallow water a few days ago as a re- 
sult of striking a hidden rock, lias been 
raised and arrived here tonight. The 
damage to the vessel Is slight. Sixty-live 
tons of oats were jettisoned. 

The steamer Prospector returned today 
after an unsuccessful attempt to ascend 
tho Stewart river. The water was so shal- 
low tb.it the attempt was futile. Many 
miners at Duncan, Ledge, lllghet and 
other Stewart creek' camps are depending 
upon prospectors for winter supplies. Many 
wil 1 have to walk 'JoO miles to Dawson for 
food. This melius that the development of 
the country will be set hack many months. 

The last steamers from Dawson for 
White Horse this year are expected to 
leave next week. The Yukon tributaries 
are throwing much lee. Several hundred 
tens of freight, shipped late from Seattle, 
wil! not reach here. Some perishables 
may have to tie shipped back to Seattle 
from Skngway, Every steamer leaving 
here is carrying a full load of passengers 
and hundreds are going each week.

A NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL 
HALLWAY. 

So far as the whole of the Dominion 
■of Canada is concerned a great issue lias 
arisen <>iu of the proposal of the Govern- 
ment tn build n i*< <1 transcontinental 

railway to he known as the Grnud 
Trunk Pacific Railway. The terms and 
conditions upon which this railway will 
|»o built, if tilt; Liberals are returned 
to power have been frenueutly pointed 
out. [triefly the Government builds one 
section entirely nml leases it to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. Ln re- 
spect to the other portion, which is the 
only valuable portion, viz., that from 
Winnipeg to the Coast, the Grnud Trunk 
Pacific Railway will own and control it 
absolutely, but the Government guar- 
tiutees the greater part of the cost. Tho 
policy which Mr. Borden and the Lib- 
eral-Conservative party advocates, is 
that if the Government— that is the peo- 
ple—are going to be liable for uine- 
tentlis of the whole of the cost then the 
people should own it nnd control it. 
Moreover, over 1,500 miles of the East- 
ern or Government owned section will be 
practically of little value. It is built 
through an uninhabited and largely bar- 
ren country, and v.-hat effect it will have 
will be tn parallel and compete with the 
Intercolonial Railway, at present owned 
by the Government and carried on by 
present methods at nn annual loss. The 
lemarkable nature of the proposal is 
xendered still more remarkable from the 
fact that the Government has permitted 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway to ac- 
quire the Canada Atlantic Railway, 
which deprives the Intercolonial Rail- 
way Of any hope of an outlet from Mon- 
treal west: and renders hopeless the op- 
portunity of the line ever being made 
to pay— an instance nualagous to a man 
who, with one ana paralyzes and de- 
stroys the other. 

The eastern section was not wanted 
by the country. It was denounced by 
the Minister of Railways in the Liberal 
Government and il was privately op- 
posed by the promoters Of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific themselves. It was, how- 
ever, the bribe to the Liberal members 
of the Maritime Provinces and Quebec, 
who refused to vote for the same unless 
a large share of the benefits of construc- 
tion was derived locally by the expen- 
diture of over §50,000,000, for their 
support of a measure for a new railway, 
it,: in portion of the scheme will ever re- 
main an incubus on the country s re- 
sources and a political disgrace to the 
men who "held up" the Government to 
othain it and to the Government that 
yielded to the unholy pressure.

This 
is t he crux of ! lie whole question, and 
eunnol be evaded by consent to a general 
proposition affecting all the provinces, 
v, idle under ii general readjuctment 
I'.rilish Columbia would undoubtedly get 
an increased allowance from the Do- 
minion, without recognition of her spe- 
cial claims, she would be relatively no 
In iter off. Her population individually 
would have to pay their share of the 
increased nlloivauce to all the provinces, 
and still remain subject to the condi- 
tions which at present [dace her at a 
disadvantage compared with the other 
members of Confederation. Tin 1 net re- 
sult, therefore, would be that all the 
oilier provinces would benefit by the agi- 
tation British Columbia has started, and 
British Columbia would relatively not 
lie benefited. That is not good enough. 
There must be, to satisfy the legitimate 
and generally admitted claims of the 
province, a specific ami definite under- 
standing, The issue must be "Better 
Terms for British Columbia." 

Ii Is stated that a Liberal-Conserva- 
tive Government would not be mere like- 
ly to grant the demands of British Co- 
lu in bin than the present Liberal Govern- 
ment. Let us consider the matter care- 
fully. The question of Letter Terms in 
any definite or concrete form never arose 
during a Conservative administration.

Il' not, the Provincial 
Government was entitled to a categori- 
cal statement pointing out wherein its 
claims were invalid and its representa- 
tions inaccurate and ineffective. Com- 
mon courtesy would suggest such a 
course being adopted. The representa- 
tions to Ottawa were made in the fairest 
way possible, and in a conciliatory and 
wholly nun-partisan spirit. What rea- 
son thin, is there to expect different 
treatment in the future than we have 
received in the past V 

The proposition submitted by the sec- 
ond delegation in l!)0.'.i was of the most 
reasonable kind. The Government offer- 
ed to submit the question as to whether 
the claims and grievances set forth were 
bona lido and substantial to a commis- 
sion of three eminent men— one to he ap- 
pointed by the province, one by the 
Dominion anil one by the Colonial Sec- 
retary. The nature of the correspon- 
dence on that point is referred to later 
on. In this the province undertook the 
onus of proving to such a commission 
the soundness of its ease. As Premier 
McBride pointed out to Sir Wilfrid, 
nothing could furnish better proof of the 
faith of the Government in the justice 
of its demand than by accepting such a 
grave responsibility. No fair and just 
government could refuse to act upon a 
suggestion so reasonable as that. We 
lone no doubt about what a Conserva- 
tive Government would tlo under similar 
circumstances. A Liberal-Conservative 
Government adjusted the claims of Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, and a Lib- 
eral-Conservative Government will do 
justice to British Columbia.

OCR FRUIT SUPPLY. 

The Farmer's Advocate. 

The recent experiment of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture ln shipping 
fruit to Winnipeg under the supervision of 
Prof. .1. H. Reynolds (Professor of Physics 
and Literature, (.). A. C, Guelph) was sig- 
nally successful. The fruit arrived 111 
good condition, although brought by 
freight In two refrigerator cars — one (the 
c. I'. R. (Bonn system); the other, the 
Hanraliau refrigerator ear. The signifi- 
cance of the arrival of this fruit in good 
condition Is seen when It Is remembered 
that whereas tlie express rate Is $2.10 
per cwt. on fruit from the St. Catharines 
and Grimsby districts, by freight the rate 
Is tide. The California package was used, 
bat the packing leaves much to be desired, 
according to appearance and the testimony 
of l'rof. Reynolds. Some of the packages 
were not tilled full— a lose package in- 
creases the risk of damage to (rult-i-others 
were packed with too thick paper, and 
others with excelsior. The growers seem 
to .be afraid to spend a little money, espe- 
cially for a decent-sized stencil or stamp 
.of their name and address, tirapes fwore 
I shipped la the box, holding thirty pounds 
I net, which sold at auction (wholesale) at 
juices ranging from $1.30 to $1.75. Tie' 
I .peiKlh.es shipped were Albertas and Craw- 
fords, and although the latter Is a 30ft 
I variety, both arrived In good condition, 
.and brought from Doc, to $1.20, the package 
being approximately lSVjXllxo Inches. To- 
matoes, In similar packages, brought (tic. 
to 85c, and were In good marketable con- 
dition. Pears also, although graded as 
over-mature when packed, arrived t). K , 
Itartletts bringing OOe. to 05c. The opin- 
ion was advanced by a prominent man. un- 
der wiiose supervision lots of the fruit 
consumed in Winnipeg comes, that tlie 
Callforulans packed their fruit tin- best, 
tin- British Columbia people being second, 
tlie Ontario men third.

His Lordship, in addressing the grand 
jury said: "According to the present 
state of the docket your labor will he 
light. It may be that during the hold- 
ing of tlie Court of Assize id her matters 
may come up for your consideration, but 
all that you have to deal with now is 
one lull id* indictment which is before 
you— a charge of unlawfully wounding. 
This is an offence of a very plain char- 
acter and it is unnecessary fur me to 
expatiate upon it. A person wounding 
another must show that it was not in- 
tentional or that it was done in self- 
defence. It may be that the accused 
will he able to convince the petit Jury — 

if it comes to that— that the wounding 
was justifiable. But all you have tu 
consider is whether there is enough evi- 
dence to satisfy you in sending the 
ease to the petit jury to try. If after 
hearing two or three witnesses you are 
satisfied on that point you may discon- 
tinue your enquiry. Brieily the charge 
is that the accused in the vicinity of this 
town discharged a gun and wounded 
Itichard I'lunnng.-in. The shooting ap- 
pears to have originated in a quarrel at 
a hotel kept by tlhe accused. It is possi- 
ble that you may be called upon later tu 
consider other bills, but if so you will be 
notified by Mr. Sheriff. After you have 
reported upon the bill now before you, 
you will la- at liberty to carry out your 
other duties in relation to the public in- 
stitutions of the city." 

The grand jury having retired, Mr. 
Belyea informed His Lordship that the 
charge against Wong On and YVong Gow 
would nut be proceeded with until 
Wednesday in any event, and promised 
■to make a definite announcement today. 

At 12:30 the grand jury returned a 
true bill against Percy 1>. Clarke, for 
wounding with intent to do serious bodi- 
ly harm. 

Clarke surrendered his bail and on the 
charge being read to him by the sheriff, 
pleaded "not guilty." Mr. Bradburn ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

The jury' was then empanelled consist- 
ing of the following: Ruther Wilson 
(foreman), Allan S. Ashwoll, F. 1. Coche- 
nour, J. T. Fairburn, H. Fnrrell.

The shot had entered the man's 
leg, side and both hands, and two pellets 
'hail entered his he-ad. The wounds bad 
nut been made more than two ur three 
hours before he saw the injured man. 

Cross-examined by -Mr. Bradburn, the 
witness could not say whether the shut 
had taken effect while the man was 
running away. The shot tool; effect ill 
a forward direction on the side. He 
could not have been shot from the front. 
He had been pretty well peppered in the 
thigh. When witness saw tho injured 
man it was noticeable that the latter 

had 1 u drinking, but he was not drunk. 

The wounds caused by the shot were 
not dangerous. 

(Jr. iMaunagan, li. G. A., testified that 
on August 7 In 1 saw the accused, Clark, 
at the Colwood hotel. He was there 
ilboul three-quarters of an hour. .There 
was a row ibetweejn witness and the bar- 
tender. He then left with Ur. Scannell 
and wen) to the Oak Dell hotel. There 
he met Gr. O'Neill and .it hers and had 
some glasses of beer, They then return- 
ed tu the Colwood hotel— Scannell, 
O'Neill, Bowers and witness. At the 
hotel they knocked at the dour. Some- 
body answered the door, which was 
slummed to. They stood oil the veran- 
dah considering the situation when the 
first shot was fired from a window. He 
identified some photographs of the scene 
of tin' shooting. When the shot was 
fired witness ran away down the road. 
SeannelJ ran away also. He could not 
say who tired the first shot. He stopped 
running about -it) or fit) yards down I he 
I road and turned round, and was shoi 
in die side. He fell down ami was 
taken tu Hud Hill, and from there to 
tin- hospital at Work iPnillt. He was 
in hospital fur about ten days. Some 
clothing worn by witness at the time 
he was shot, ami liberally stained with 
blood, were put in evidence. He could 
not say who fired theh shot. 

Cross-examined, witness said he had 
been In the service since February, 1S1IS. 
He had no good eunduet badges. He 
had formerly had a good conduct badge 
but he had since lost it. At the hotel 
witness and three others purchased and 
drank three bottles of beer. They also 
had two glasses in the bar. At Oak- 
Dell hotel witness had a meal and two 
or three more glasses uf beer. The 
two hotels were about two miles apart. 
Gr. McNeill bought a bottle of whiskey 
at the Oak Dell hoi •' Witness diil not 
drink any of it. There "was a row in 
the bar of the Colwood. Witness threw 
his hat at the bartender, and when he 
went to get it tin? bartender struck him 
and he hit back. Then Scannell and the 
bartender began to fight. He did not 
hear Scannell use disgusting language 
to Mrs. Clark. The story told by Mr. i 
Price, another 'hotelkeeper, that he was 
asked to give Scannell a ride and that 
the latter was drunk and had to bo 
lifted into the buggy was not true. Scan- 
nell had a lift part of (he way between 
the Oak Dell and Colwood hotels, but he 
was not drunk. .Scannell and witness 
did not return to (he Colwood hotel with 
the idea of continuing the row that had 
taken piaee earlier in the afternoon. The 
lirsl shot was fired a few seconds after 
1 the door was oliut in ScaiineH's face.

He believed McNeill got a bottle 
of whiskey, but he did not see anyone 
drink from it. He heard afterwards that 
the bottle was broken. He saw Scannell 
get into Mr. Price's buggy. Scannell 
was standing with the Others and did 
not have (o he helped into the buggy. 
He and his friends followed the buggy 
till it stopped at the Colwood hotel. He 
heard a shot fired as he approached 
the hotel. He called lu Flannngan and 
Scannell that they had better get along 
or someone would be shot. 'They ran 
away and witness followed at a quick 
walk. Witness was the first to reach 
Flauuagau after he was shot. Altogether 
about leu shots were tired, two just 
after Flannagaii fell. Witness saw the 
accused, Clarke, leaning out of an up- 
per window of the hotel with a gun in 
Ids hand. He did nor see the shots bred. 
A few minutes later a buggy came along 
ami the driver took Flannagaii to the 
Itod Hill camp. , 

Cross-examined, witness said he had 
been seven years in the service and had 
one good conduct badge. On August 1 
witness: , had two glasses of beer at the 
canteen, two at the Colwood and two 
more at Oak Dell hotel, before Flanna- 
gaii and Scannell arrived at about Ji 
o'clock. They all had supper together; 
witness had one drink during the meal. 
He was drunk, mid there had been 
DO row at the hotel just prior to the 
shooting.
